Proof Found That W. H. Du- 


free Buried Wife in N 
Five Years 


HE DISPUTES THE Fact. 


Marital Partner Are to 
Be Analyzed. 


Apparently indisputable evidence that W. 
H. Dufree of Elgin, III., buried a wife in the 
Bluff City cemetery of that city on Sept. 9, 
1900, together with Dufree’s denial that he 
buried a wife in that year, is a circumstance 
that causes the police to suspect that he has 
guilty knowledge of the cause of the death 
of his fourth wife, who died suddenly in El- 
gin on Juswe 20. Dufree is under bonds of 
$1,000 to appear today to answer the charge 


| of murder. 


The stomach of his last wife was taken to 
the Columbus Memorial laboratory, 103 State 
street, where its contents will be analyzed 
by Drs. Evans, Wesener, and Gehrmann, city 
bacteriologiat, at the request of Coroner 
Humphry of Geneva, who refused to allow 
a death certificate to be issued.

ing. and when Drs. Sturm and Burlingame 
arrived at her bedside she was unconscious... 

The doctors re- 
fused to issue a death certificate, for the 
reason that they were unable to account for 
her sudden death. 

The post-mortem examination did not re- 
veal any signs of poison, but the physicians 
who attended the woman in her last mo- 
ments said the body was in a convulsive con- 
dition, such as might be due te an overdose 
of strychnine.

Of the woman whom 5 buried Sept. 9, 
1900, Dufree made no mention before the 


coroner’s jury. The identity of this wife, 


however, seems to be clearly established. 


Superintendent Markoff of the Bluff City 


cemetery said to a TRIBUNB reporter: 
“ The records of this cemetery show that 


Mrs. Mary Dufree was buried here Sept. 9, 


1900. I buried her myself, and I know she 
was Dufree’s wife because he told me so 
when he came here to see about the grave. 
She died of bronchial asthma, according to 
the death certificate, which was issued by 
Dr. Gahagan of Elgin.“ 

Dr. Gahagan verified the statement of Su- 
perintendent Markoff. 

“I remember the woman,“ he said. “I 
understood at the time that she wast 
of Dufree.” |
